SLUGGER LURED BY 
PHONE SUMMONS 
TO DEATH AMBUSH 


‘Dutchy’ Gentleman's Murder 
Found to Have Been Cil- 
max of Bitter Feud. 


CHASED ENRIGHT WITH GUN 


Discharge from Crew of ‘Gray Pirate 
Car’’ Caused Relentless 
Warfare. 


FURTHER BLOODSHED FORECAST 


- William (“ Dutchy ”) Gentleman was lured 
to hie death in Pat O’Maliey’s State street 
saloon by a telephone call. He fell a victim 
to bullets fired by erstwhile companion slug- 
gers, with whom he had fallen out. 

Yesterday, detectives working upon the 
case, by “ putting two and two together,” 
reached the conclusion that Gentleman was 
lured into the same death trap that had been 
set successfully for two others of his profes- 
sion. On April 27 it wes Bernard Malloy, 
steamfitter, who went to a saloon at 5900 State 
street in response to a telephone message and 
wae shot to death. The month before, March 
22, it was Vincent Altmam who was shot down 
in the Briggs house. "Each one of the three 
had been “ sent for.” 

Another slugger is marked for death, ac- 
cording to a rumor in labor circles. He is 
called “‘ The King.”’ 


Internal Warfare Causes Murder. 

The killing of Gentleman was the result 
of a feud among the sluggers themselves 
and ‘was an outgrowth of the war carried 
on by the United Association of Plumbers 
against the Internationa) Association of 
Steamfitters. The war of the plumbers 
against the peomnters pe ah last Jan- 


uary. 
Gentleman was owes as a seawer, aie 


immediate superior was Maurice (‘‘ Mose”) 
Enright, whom the members of Gentleman’s 
family charge with responsibility for the 
murder, | 

The sluggers were carried from building 
to building in the “ gray pirate car’’ com- 
manded by Enright. Gentleman was one 
of the crew of the “ gray pirate,” traveling 
much of the time with his superior. In addi- 
tion to being commander in chief of the 
“pirate car,” Enright is known to officials 
of the International Association of Steam- 
fitters as “ business agent ” of the dual loca] 
of steamfitters affiliated with the United 
Association of Plumbers, of which John R. 
Alpine is international president. 


Feud Starts Saturday Night. 

The feud between the sluggers began last 
Saturday night, when Gentleman ig reported 
to have’ “ gone gunning” for Enright be- 
cause he had been discharged from the 
“ wrecking crew."' The latter was foundina 
saloon @t State and Root streets. 1.6 Was 
chased out by Gentleman, who fired three 
shote at him as he fled, according to informa- 
tion given the police yesterday. 

Sunday morning Gentleman was still 
angry. With “ Danny” Connors, also known 
to the police as a slugger, Gentleman set out 
to find Enright, who he said had “ double 
crossed *’ him and who, he told hie wife, 
was his enemy. 

After a hunt of severa) hours Gentleman 
and Conors struck Enright’s trail in the afit- 
ernoon and caught up with him in a saloon at 
Twenty-first and State streets on the edge 
of the south side levee district. 

The three exchanged hot words at the bar 
and then ‘‘ Moss *’ ran out through the swing- 
ing doors, closely followed by his two former 
pals. Enright flung himself into the “ gray 
pirate,’’ which stood at the curb and called 
to the driver to “ get me out of this quick.” 
The chauffeur turned his wheel and was off. 


3 Chase Enright in Auto. 

Gentheman and Connors refused to give up 
the chase. They jumped into another ma- 
chine nearby and commanded the driver to 
overtake Enright’s car. Then began a two 
mile automobile race up State street, in dis- 
regard of all speed laws. At times there was 
less than @ block between the pursued and 
the pursuers and the men in the rear car kept 
urging én the driver. “ Faster,’’ “ faster,” 
Gentleman-kept crying. 

The race ended at State and Root streets, 
where Enright jumped out of his machine, 
fied int®é McGarry’s saioon, and probably 
escaped by a rear door. The two pursuers 
were so chagrined over the loss of their man 
that they refused to pay the driver his fare, 
amounting to several dollars. They told him 
he hadn't earned it. 

Gentleman left home at 8 :30 Monday morn- 
ing. He was served cold cereal for break- 
fast, while his wife had hot porridge. She 
remarked that she Mked the cold cereal bet- 
ter. Evidently he had a premonition of what 
was coming, for he said: 
 * You'd better change with me Perhaps it 
will be the last time you'll have the chance,” 


Spies Near Saloon “Hangout.” 

He spent the morning at the saloon of Mra. 
M. Grimley, a resort known in the neighbor- 
hood as the “ Merry Widow," Root street 
and Emerald avénue, While hé was there 
Enright and a crew of pals arrived and 
etopped the “gray pirate car” at the curb 
on the opposite corner, They ‘ spied around 
a Httle without entering the ‘“‘ Merry Wid- 
ow,” and then drove off. 

Gentleman ieft the saloon at noon and in 
the afternoon'returned and spent some time 
with Connors, talking and drinking. Between 
8:30 and 4 o’clock the slugger received a 
telephone message. He left immediately 
and statted downtown. 

Apparently the message came from O’Mal- 
ley’s saloon, for he arrived there shortly

PLANS TO MERGE 
TOWN IN A TRUST 


Priest Proposes to Combine 
Merchants of Ohio, IIl., in 


Big Corporation. 


FIGHT MAIL ORDER MEN. 


The fertile brain of Father R. F. Fiynn, a 
“financier priest’’ of Ohio, ILL, haa originated 
a scheme, now in process of being put into 
operation in that community, which, if taken 
up by other smal] towns of the country, is 
likely to embarrass seriously the mail order 
houses of the big cities. 

Father Flynn's project, summed up in e 
phrase, is to combine all the stores in the 
town into @ trust with the farmers living 
around it the “trust magnates,” 


Mail Order Men Get Business 

For a long time past business in Ohio 
ha@ been dull. It has been dull because the 
merchants, competing against each other 
with small capital, have had no strength left 
with which to compete with the mail order 
houses. The result has been that while 
village storekeepers were cutting each other's 
throats in a financial way the big mail order 
houses of the city have swooped down on 
them and gobbled up all the business in 
sight. 

Father Fiynn had seen this thing going on 
and when he wasn’t ministering to his flock 
at the Church of the Immaeulete Conception 
he was thinking it over. Finally he calied 
the business men of Ohio together and sub- 
mitted to them the following plen for eseap- 
ing ‘all their troubles: 

Form a corporation with a capital stock 
of from $250,000 to $300,000 secured by 
all the store buildings and all the store 
stocks in town. Sell this stock among 
the farmers about Ohio and the resi- 
dents of the town. Pay the store own- 
ers with stock in the company if they 
wish it or in money if they want to re- 
tire, the price in the latter contingency 
to be based on the inventory value fixed 
by competent experts. Let the mer- 
chants who accept stock for their stores 
remain in charge of the stores as man- 
agers. Then operate the whole con- 
cern as @ single big department store. 


Plan Pleases Business Men, 

The three vital points that Father Flynn 
advanced for the organization of the com- 
pany were that it would éo away with the 
eredit system as practiced at present to the 
detriment of the business men; would end 
the mail order business in that section, and 
increase profit to the business men as « 
whole. In addition, he urged, it would bene-

Inland Harbor “Impractical.” 
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Chief Engineer Wisner of the sanitary dis- 
trict commented on the phases which he con- 
siders impractica) and extravagant. 

“In the first place the inland harbor plan 
has been found impractical as an institution, 
and Huropean ports which have built them 
have begun to abandon them and construct 
outer harbors protected by breakwater,” 
said Mr. Wisner. “This is largely because 
of the extra expense to vessels in getting 
to their docks. 

“In this particular case the situation is 
aggravated. There are twenty-five railroad 
tracks between the site of the proposed har- 
bor and the harbor entrance at Lake Michi- 
gan. All these tracks will require bridges 
over the canal. Shipping -people estimate 
that it would cost every vessel coming tothe 
inland harbor $200 more than to dock at an 
outer harbor. 

“Time Loss Disables Harbor.” 

“As probably 65 per cent of the incoming 

rail freight business of Chicago passes over 
the twenty-five intervening tracks, the loss 
of time to vessels would be so great that, if 
such a harbor were ever constructed, it would 
be used little. 
° “The second important feature is the {m- 
mensity of the work proposed and the ob- 
stacles that confront it. Calumet lake, al- 
thought it looks big on the map. is only about 
three feet deep, and four feet below the sur- 
face is a ledge of rock that would cost a for- 
tune to remove sufficiently to build the chan- 
nel proposed.

FRANCE OFFERS ITS AID. 


Envoy Asks That Warship Be 
Sent to Carry the Presi- 
dent to Europe. 


Mexico City, May 28.—Uniless there ig «a 
hitch in the plans, Gen. Diaz will present bis 
resignation to the chamber of deputies to- 
morrow afternoon. He ig expected to go to 
the chamber personally. 

Vice President Corral’s resignation is said 
to have been received and algo will be trans- 
mitted to the chamber tomorrow. 

It is expected all the members of the pregent 
cabinet, with the exception of Minister of 
Foreign Relations de la Barra, will resign 
just previous to Diaz's resignation. Their 
letters of resignation will be delivered to 
Minister de la Barre for transmission to the 
president. 

Just when Diaz will leave Mexico is not 


generally known, but it is certain not many 


days will elapse between his resignation and 
the date of his departure. With him will go 
hie entire family. It has been thought that 
the journey to France would be made on an 
ordinary steamer. but today the French lega- 
tion asked its government to place a cruiser 
at the general's disposition. There is one 
now at Jamaica. 


Army Officers to Resign. 

Coincident with the resignation of Presi- 
dent Diaz [ft is expected that there will be 
offered the resignations of numerous army 
officials and federal authorities who prefer 
to retire with their chief instead of awaiting 
possible elimination by the Madero govern- 
ment. 

Among those who are known to have pre- 
sented ‘their resignations is Gen. Garcia 
Cuellar, the officer who commanded the 
federals at the battle of Casas Grandes. 
Since then he has been at the head of the 
presidentia}l staff. Another man who is ex- 
pected to leave the government service at 
once is Guolermo de Landa y Escandon, gov- 
ernor of thé federal district. 

Wishing to show their respect for the retir- 
ing executive, the members of the diplomatic 
corps through its dean,, Ambassador Henry 
Lane Wilson, requested the president to fix 
a time when it would be agreeable for him 
to receive them. Through Minister de la 
Barra he expressed his apprtciation of their 
courtesy and said that he would name @a 
date later.

National Capital Isolated. 

Notwithstanding the official signing of the 
peace agreement, the capital is more nearly 
isolated tonight than it has been since the 
inauguration of hostilities. Ignorant, appar- 
ently, 
brought the war to a close, one small band of 
rebels, under the leadership of Candido Na- 
varro, last night cut the National railroad at 
a point near San Felipe, south of San Luis 
Potosi, and another band stopped all! traffic 
over the Mexican railroad mear Huamantla. 

Believing that the rebels in Morelos would 
interfere with traffic over the Cuernavaca 
branch of the National railroad, the manage- 
ment sent no train south today 

The only line being operated out of the city 
tonight is the Inter Oceanic, a narrow gauge 
railroad extending to Vera Cruz. The land 


wires which connect the capital with the cable 


at Vera Cruz have been cut again. 


Time of Armistice Ended. 

This revival of rebel activities was not re- 
garded as meaning necessarily that the ifn- 
surrectos will refuse to abide by the terms of 
the peace treaty. Yesterday the armistice 
agreed upon closed and it is believed not im- 
possible that there are hundredsand possibly 
thousands of rebels scattered in the hills of 
the country who have not learned yet that 
their country is officially at peace. 

Navarro is reported, however, to have said 
that he would not consent to peace at this 
time, while the motive for the cutting of the 
Mexican railway may be found in the fact 
that a troop train carrying soldiers was being 
brought towards the capital. Unconfirmed re- 
ports tonight are that these delayed soldiers 
have detrained at Huamantla, and engaged 
a body of rebels in battle. 

At the foreign office and in other govern 
ment circles almost every one expresses op- 
timism, believing the peaceful solution of al] 
difficulties ts at hand. Unofficially this op- 
timism is not so apparent. Within the last 
seven days the federal garrison- has been 
greatly strengthened and the capture of the 
capigal would now be a difficult feat. 


Figueroa May Continue War. 

From Cuernavaca comes the disquieting 
rumor that Pigueroa’s men will not agree to 
stop fighting unless the cabinet chosen is 
acceptable to them. It is also reported that 
Figueroa and his chief lieutenant. Asunsolo, 
are not in thorough accord and that Asunsolo 
has incurred the enmity of Zapata, the captor 
of Cuautla, whom he has branded asa bandit. 

It is not impossible that the forces of these 
two, those of Zapata in the hills and those of 
Asunsolo in Cuernavaca, may yet come in 
conflict. Such dissension has the effect of 
minimizing the danger to the capital, but in- 
creases the danger of a state of anarchy in 
the southh.

Advertisements of 
the English insurance companies have been 
sent to this newspaper to substantiate the 
charge. 

J Writes of Unfair Rates. 

The following letter from Dr. Arthur D, 
Bevan, who writes as an automobile owner, 
epeaks for itself: 

“Chicago, May 22—[Editor of The 
Tribune. }]—I noticed in THz CHICAGO TRIB- 
UHE this morning your article on the in- 
creased casualty rates and the huge profits 
made by the casualty insurance companies, 
My attention has recently been called to 
this subject in connection with the matter 
af automobile insurance. I believe the 
present rates are extortionate, and I believe 
Tux TRIBUNE would be doing a service to 
the community in general and to automobile 
Qwners in particular if it called attention 
to the injustice of the present automobile in- 
surance rates.

Injunction Granted by Newer Body 
Aid to Sugar Trust. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPON DENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—[Special.]— 
The \interstate commerce commission and 
the new court of commerce have tcked 
horns over the question of the jurisdiction of 
the latter in connection with the railroad 
pate regulation. Friends of the commission 
contemplate an agitation for the abolition of 
the commerce court. 

From the time of the creation of the court 
apprehension was expressed that it might 
go outside the powers expressly!’ conferred 
upon it and ‘constitute itself a reviewing 
authority not only upon the law but upon the 
facts in every case decided by the com- 
mission, The effect of this, of course, would 
be to lessen the importance of the com- 
mission and to make its rulings of no value, 
since, to be final, they would have to be con- 
firmed by the commerce court. 


Injunction Aid to Trust. 

What is believed to be the first step by the 
court in the assumption of greater power 
was taken today when it issued an injunc- 
tion restraining the commission from inter- 
fering with the special privileges enjoyed 
by’ the sugar trust, which net the combine 
half a million dollars annually. 

It appears that Henry O. Havemeyer, head 
of the sugar trust, entered into arrangements 
with the railroads centering at New York 
under which his company has been allowed 
two cents per hundred pounds for “‘ cartage ”’ 
and different sums for “lighterage"’ of 
sugar from the trust refineries across the 
Hudson river to the Jersey rajlroad terminal. 
These allowances totaled 60 cents per 100 
pounds on sugar consigned to points east of 
Pittsburg and 84 cents on sugar consigned 
beyond Pittsburg. 


Rates Refused to Rival. 

The Arbuckle refineries forced the railroads 
to grant them the same allowances received 
by the trust through the construction of 
their own terminal and lighters. The Fed- 
eral Sugar Refining company, which has its 
plant at Yonkers, was unable to obtain equa! 
treatment from the railroads. It filed a 
petition two years ago with the interstate 
commerce commission to force the railroads 
to cease the discrimination.

States Need Information in Order to 
Check Exorbitant Charges. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—[Special.J— 

Power to break down the combinations of in- 
surance companies to maintain exorbitant 
rates will be placed in the hands of officers of 
the states if congress adopts the Jackson 
resolution authorizing an investigation of in- 
surance rates. 
. As the federal government lacks power to 
control insurance companies and regulate 
their rates, these concerns operate without 
any supervision save that of individual 
states. There is nothing, however, to prevent 
the national government from investigating 
the insurance business from top to bottom 
and giving the states the resulting informa- 
tion upon which the proper regulation of the 
business may be based. 

This is the object of the resolution intro- 
duced by Representative Jackson of Kansas, 
which, according to present indications, will 
be adopted. 

A movement for a cheapening of the rates 
exacted by insurance companies has been in 
progress in Kansas for sometime. The state 
government has been clothed with power to 
regulate insurance rates just as the state and 
interstate commerce commissions regulate 
railroad rates. 

Enormous Increase-in Rates. 

Recently the casualty insurance companies 
raised their rates from 15 to 140 per cent, 
and in one instance 1,000 per cent in Kansaa, 
just as they. did in Illinols, as exposed in THz 
TRIBUNE. The Kansas attorney general at 
once brought suit against the combine to 
force the restoration of the lower rates. The 
suit is still pending. 

Missouri and Texas also have power to 
regulate insurance rates. An effort to have 
similar power conferred on the administrative 
officers of Illinois has been fruitless so far. 

Insurance companies, fire, accident, and 
life, charge different rates on the same clags 
of business in different states, and, according 
to Representative Jackson, they charge ai) 
they can get. Therates are not fixed by com- 
panies in proportion to the losses, but are ad- 
justed so as to produce a certain amount of 
income. | 

The difficulty Kansas and other states have 
met in attempting to regulate rates is lack 


of sufficient information concerning the busi-* 


ness done by the companies. The companies 
produce statistics on their business in Kan- 
sas, for example, to prove the reasonableness 
of their rates, but refuse to disclose: their 
business in other states in which rates may 
be much lower on the same class of risks. 
Enjoy Immunity as Monopolies. 
/-On account of this dividend jurisdiction 
produced by state lines, the insurance com- 


panies have enjoyed a rare immunity in the | 


monopoly hine. 
While most states possess authority to ex- 


chude insurance companies unless they pro- 


duce any information concerning the:r busi- |

BISHOP ANDERSON ASKS AID;

Head of Chicago Episcopal Diocese 


Says There Is Plenty Here for Two 
Men to Do, 


A suffragan bishop of the Episcopal diocese 

of Chicago may be appointed today, con- 
cluding the deliberations of the annual dio- 
cesan convention which has been in session 
at the cathedral of St. Peter and St. Paul 
fot two days. Bishop Charles P. Anderson 
yesterday expressed on the floor of the con- 
vention his desire for such action ahd the 
delegates are said to be unanimously in favor 
of the move. 
e It rests with the convention to fiiéke the 
appointment today or to call a special ses- 
sion next fall. The appointment is consid- 
ered one of importance and it may be deemed 
expedient to give several months’ considera- 
tion to the choice of an appointee. 

Bishop Anderson said last night at the con- 
clusion of a church club conference in the 
gold room of the Congress hotel: 

“I have expressed a desire for the appoint- 
ment of a bishop suffragan. The work ofthe 
diocese has grown heavy and there is plenty 
of work for two men to do.”’ 

Three or four members of the Episcopal 
clergy have been mentioned for the new office 
which Carries with it a salary of $5,000. At 
the Church club dinner last night the name 
of the venerable William E. Toll. archdeacon 
of the diocése of Chicago, Was most frequent- 
ty on the lips of laymem and clergy. Others 
who are recognized as candidates for the pos!t- 
tion include the Rev. Charles Herbert Young, 
rector of Christ’s church, Woodlawn; the 
Rev. Henry 8S. Longley, rector of St. Mark’s 
church, Evanston, and the Rev. A. M. Mathi- 
gon, rector of Grace church, Oak Park. 

To provide an assistafit for the bishop the 
laws of thé chiirch call for the appointment of 
either a bishop suffragas or a coadjutor 
bishop. The latter is fin line for succession 
as bishop itn case of the death of the bishop, 
and the work of the diocese is divided be- 
tween him and the bishop. It is understood 
Bishop Afidetson is opposed to the éreation 
of & coadjutor bishop in Chicago. The dio- 
cesé of Chicago includes the Episcopalian 
éhtitches ih the fortherh third of the state.

Other men known as fighters declared that 
“we all took our hats off to him.” 


Enright Defies Police Quiz. 
Maurice ("‘ Mossy "’) Enright, after the po- 
lice had prosecuted a useless twenty-four 
hour search following the killing, last even- 
ing appeared at detective headquarters in 
company with his attorney, Charles Erb- 
stein. ; 
Inspector Hunt and Capt. Halpin were 
closeted with Erbstein and Enright for al- 
most an hour. Erbstein and his cHent refused 
to talk later, and Inspector Hunt sald: 
“Enright absolutely refused to answer 
any questions we asked him. He would not 
say whether or not he was in the saloon at 
the time of the shooting, whether or not he 
ané Gentleman had quarrelled several days 
before, as has been reported, or to explain 
his whereabouts or his movements on Mon- 
day. He simply refused to talk, Weallowed 
him to go. 

* We have no one under arrest for the af- 
fair, but we have some leads which we are 
following. We will get to the bottom of this 
affair if it is possible. There are too many 
of these labor killings. They have got to stop 
and we are going to show the sluggers and 
‘gun’ men that we mean business. 
“Tt can’t say what evidence we 
hand, but there mdy be new developments at 
any time—maybe before morning. There 
won't be any arrests until we know the facts 
in this affair.’’ 

James J..McAndrews, business agent of tre 
Elevator Conductors and Starters’ union, 
who was shot in the right leg during the 
pistol battle’ was released by. the police dur- 
ing the morning, as was Roy S. Gagen, presi- 
dent of the same union. Both gave bonds of 
$1,000 to appear as witnesses at any time they 
are wanted. Attorney Erbstein got their 
bondsmen. 


Inquest Develops Little. 

The inquest testimony of the labor men 
who witnessed the shooting followed virtu- 
ally their statements made to the police. 
These witnesses included Simon O'Donnell, 
president of the Building Trades council; 
John Ascher, former business agent of the 
Elevator Constructors’ union, and Edwerd 
Ryan, president of the Ornamental Iron 
Workers union. O'Malley and the detec- 
tives who investigated the shooting also 
testified. 

O’Donnell testified he haé bought drinks 
for at least eight or ten men at the bar just 
before the shooting commenc Pr. 
Allen, the bartender, said he served drinks 
to seven. , 

Gentleman was not at the bar when O’Don- 
nell/ ordered the drinks and only five of the 
eight or ten men are accounted for. In addi- 
tion to O'Donnell, these five men are Edward 
Ryan, John P. Ascher, James J. McAndrews, 
and Roy 8. Gagen. 

Actual Slayers Shielded? 

This leaves at least two, and, according 
to O’Donnell’s testimony, from three to five 
men of the drinking party unaccounted for. 
The police think these men whose names are 
not forthcoming probably killed Gentleman 
and escaped in the confusion following the 
battle. 

“I had been fn the saloon probably ten 
minutes,” O’ Donnell told Deputy Coroner 
Kennedy, who conducted the hearing. ‘J 
haé made appointments with both Ascher 
and Ryan to meet me at the saloon earlier in 
the afternoon and I was late in arriving. 

“ When the shooting began I was possibly 
four feet from the door. Without looking 
around I ranoutthe door. I sawno revolver, 
and don't know who was doing the shooting. 
I ha@ no gun myself. I was the first one 
out. McAndrews camerunning out. He was 
hurt.” 

The Inquest also showed that at least two 
men had shot bullets into Gentleman's body.

unable to make an arrest or identify any of 
those present.

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SAYS WHISTLER DID NOT COPY 


Joseph Pennell Refutes Greaves’ 


Claim to Artist’s Works. 


CITES PICTURE OF. BRIDGE. 


Says Master Limned Best Features of 
Aged Man’s Paintings in Exhibit. 


[By CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, May 28.—Newspaper readers 
are familiar with the etory of .the sudden 
leap into fame of Walter Greaves, the 70 
year old:artist, who described himself as a 
pupil of ‘Whistler, but whe ie hailed by Lon- 
don critics as one of the greatest living Eng- 
lish painters and the genius from whom 
Whistler in reality borrowed many of the 
ideas that most redounded to his (Whistler) 
giory. 

In a catalogue of his works recently placed 
on exhfbition in the Goupil gallery it is 
definitely stated that Greaves’ picture, 
“ Barges Passing Under Battersea Bridge,” 
was painted prior to 1862 and that Whietler’s 
similer picture was the work ofa later date. 


Investigates the Statement. 

Joseph Pennell, whose life of Whistler, 
written in collaboration with Elizabeth Rob- 
ins Pennell, is a standard biography of that 
artist, has carefully investigated this state- 
ment. 

Mr. Pennell exoneretes both Mr. Greaves 
and Mr Marchant, director of the Goupil 
gallery, from any desire deliberately to de- 
ceive the public, but he gathered together 
documentary evidence to show that the state- 
ment made in the catalogue issued by them 
is erroneous. ~ 

Moreover, Mr. Pennell declares that there 
is intrinsic evidence that it was Whistler’s 
and that painted the background of barges, 
which is the chief feature of Greaves’ picture 
of the Battersea bridge. 


Greaves’ Work by Whistler. 

He adds that several other paintings in 
the Greaves exhibition owe their chief 
merits to Whistler's brush, instancing the 
background of one painting entitled ‘‘ The 
Balcony ’’ and the head of Greaves in a por- 
trait of himself, the supposed! work of the 
latter artist. 

Already, says Mr. Pennell, much of 
Greaves’ work has been foisted upon the 
public as Whistler's. He cites specifically 
a portrait, said to be by Whistler, now in the 
collection ‘of Charles R. Freer of Detroit, 
which was exhibited at the Metropolitan mu- 
seum in New York a yearago. This portrait, 
says Mr. Pennell, was not by Whistler, but

Knotty Problems to Be Dis- 
cussed by Grand Council 
of British Empire. 


HOPE FOR A FEDERATION. 


Anglo-American — Relationship 
Will Be Considered at the 
Conference. 


LONDON, May 28.—The imperial confer- 
ence, which practically has assumed the func- 
tions of a grand council of the British empire, 
opened the third series of its quadrennial 
deliberations today under the chairmanship 
of Premier Asquith. |

over-the-sea dominions of the empire set- 
tled down to discuss such knotty problems 
ag the cotrdination of the navies and ijand 
forces for imperial defense; the declaration 
of London; am imperial court of appeal, an 
“all red” transportation line to encircle the 
globe, and a future constitution of the British 
empire. . 

For Federation of Empire. 

The hope is expressed that out of the discus- 
sion of the last topic may come some definite 
proposal for the federation of the empire. 

The Anglo-American relationship is likely 
to be discussed in comnection with the ques- 
tion of imperial defense, as also ig the part 
which the Australasian navies are to play in 
that defense, as Australia, since the visit of 
the American fleet to that continent three 
years ago, has come to regard America as 
a possible ally in the policing of the Pacific. 


May Slight Fiscal Question. 

The fiscal question probably will take a 
back seat in the discussions, in view of 
the determination of the Liberal govern- 
ment to keep the door bolted against any- 
thing of the nature of imperial preference. 

The meetings of the conference are held 
in strict privacy, so thé public will have to 
be Satisfied with the meager stereotyped 
official fragments of the proceedings given 
out ‘at the end of the day's work.

The plaintiffs are two heirs of the Russian 
soldier-statesman, Field Marshal Count 
Burkhard Ctristoph Muennich, upon whom 
Frederick the Great conferred estates in re- 
turn for his services in securing the Russian 
alliance with Prussia. Count Muennich after- 
wards was sent to Siberia. Frederick trans- 
ferred the properties to Muennich’s son, 
Ernest. In consequence of litigation Ernest 
Muennich never obtained possession of the 
estates and they lapsed to the Prusian crown. 

His descendants intend to sue in the Prus- 
sian courts.

PEACE TREATY. 


PRAISES 


Declares, at Dinner, There Is No Pos- 
sibility of U. S. Seizing Canada. 


LONDON, May 23.—The dinner of the Pil- 
gtims’ society tonight in honor of the colo- 
nial premiers was historic because of unex- 
pected and noteworthy plain speaking by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, the premier of Canada. Sir 
Wilfrid, addressing en audience composed 
of many of the great men of England, han- 

ed the annexation question without gloves. 

He began by expressing amazement that 
during his three days’ stay in England he had 
heard 80 many people of standing voicing 
doubts concerning the designs of the United 
States regarding Canada. He scoffed at the 
idea of the possibility of annexation being 
seriously considered on either side of the bor- 
der, 

Canada, in sharing the continent with the 
United States, he said, had a double interest 
in the treaty of arbitration between the 
United States and the United Kingdom and 
he exclaimed dramatically: ‘“‘I thank God 
that the relaions between the two peoples 
néver. were so good as they are today.” 


Cites Great Peace Example. 

The premier aroused enthusiasm when he 
said thet Canada and the United States 
proposed to continue to show to the world 
two nations with the longest boundary, ex- 
tending from ocean to ocean, living in peace 
and mutual respect, without a fortress, a. 
oo or a gun on either side of that boun- 

ary. 

Lord Roberts presided at the dinner and 
welcomed the premiers. Sid Edward Grey, 
the foreign secretary, proposed ‘“ Anglo- 
American arbitration,” without adding any* 
thing significant to his formér utterances on

Refers to Heitler Testimony. 

““I ask you to Hsten for a moment to the 
testimony of another witness, to Mr. Her- 
man Heitler of the Heitler Lumber com- 
pany, who was called before this com- 
mittee and admitted having some conver- 
sation with Edward Hines in reference 
to the senatorial election at the Union 
League club. He met Hines by the 
cigar stand. Hines came up to him in an 
elated frame of mind. He appeared to be 
very enthustfastic and said: ‘O Mr. Heitler, 
do you know the name of your new senator? 
I have just come out of the telephone booth. 
I have just been talking to him. Lorimer 
has been elected. I am feeling happy over 
it, IT elected Sim; I did4t myself personally. ’ 

“In March, 1911, one William Burgess of 
Duluth, Minn., who is managerand treasurer 
of the Burgess Electrical company, teetified 
that he was present at a conversation in a 
train that is known as the Winnipeg Fiyer.a 
train between Duluth and Virginia, Minn.., 
at which was discussed the election of the 
Illinois senator. This conversation oc- 
cured in the smoking room of the Winni- 
peg sleeper. 


Alleged Boast by Wiche. 

“A man named Johrson of the Northweet- 
ern Lumbermen. Rudolph Weyerhaeuser, 
John Weyerhaeuser. and Mr. Burgess says, 
tT think. Carl Wererhadeuser. Samuel J. 
Cousins, manager of the Virginia and Rainy 
Lake Lumber company, and C. F. Wiehe 
were in the smoking compartment on the 
train. The C, F. Wiehe referred to is secre- 
tary of the E@ward Hines Lumber ccmfpany, 
and a brother-in-law of Edward: Hines.”’ 

Senator La Follette here read the testimony 
of Burgess to the effect that Wiehe admitted 
the existence of the Lorimer jackpot, to 
which he subscribed $10 000, 

“These men.’ continued the senator, ‘‘were 
grouped about in the smoking room there. 
This Lorimer cate was in all the pepers. It 
was one of the most natural things that that 
should come up in that casual meeting of 
these men. Now this is not any bolder or 
mote audacious than a dozen statements that 
Edward Hines made that will be proved by 
a score of witnesses if this case is ever re- 
opened and tried by the senate. 

“Now, there appeared befort the [Helm] 
committee at the request of Mr. Wiehe two 
or three gentlemen who were on the train who 
were friends of his and whom he called to 
sustain him in the statement that he had 
had no such convtrsation with Mr. Burgess. 
If this case ie ever reopened and Mr. Burgess 
comes before the senate committee to testify 
I have no doubt from such information as has 
come to me as to the reliability which the 
semate will attach to Mr. Burges* testi- 


mony.’ 


Shows Conflicts in Testimony. 
Senator La Follette read from the testl- 
mony of Johnson and Cusson to show the con- 
tradictions in their stories. He charged that 
much of this testimony manifestly was manu- 


factured as an alibi for Wiehe in connection. 


with the sleeping car incident. After read- 
ing Wiehe's testimony the senator took up 
the Chicago-Springfield telephone incident. 
‘“Now, there will appear some contradic- 
tions in this testimony ae just to who Mr. 
Hines talked with at that time,”’ said Mr. 
La Follette. ‘‘I am going to undertake to 
demonstrate that he talked with Lorimer. 
As suggested by the senator from Oklahoma 
(Mr. Owen), the word governor might have 
beén arranged upon. I will undertake to 
prove by Hines’ testimony that he talked 
with Lorimer; and they talked about money 
‘and putting it over. I ask the senators to fol- 
low me a bit closely In this testimony. Now, 
mark you, they are in a room on the second 
floor of the Grand Pacific hotel in Chicagp. 
O’Brien is there, Cook is there, Hines is 
there, and I think it will appear that Hines’ 
brother-in-law, Wiehe, is there.” 


Reads from Cdok Testimony. 
| Senator La Follette here read from the tes- 
ea a of W. H. Cook. The latter said the 
telephone rang, he answered, and that the 
pperator said: *‘ Here is Springfield for him. 
Here is the governor.” Cook called Hines 
to the phone. The rest of the Cook testi- 
mony follows:

O’Brien was present at this conversation be- 
tween Wiehe and Mr. Cook. At 12 o'clock 
midnight Mr. Wiehe came to the Grand 
Pacific hotel.’’ 


Here Mr, La Follette again took up the 
reading of the Cook testimony, as follows: 

Q.—Well, tell the committee what occurred when 
Wiehe came to the hotel that night about 
midnight. A.—Mr. O’Brien and I had been to a 
theater. We came back ‘Yo the hotel shortly after 


we smoked there for some time: finally burned up 
@ couple of cigars, and I says ‘* Bill it is abcut 
time to go to bed,’ and I looked at the clock 
and it was just 12 o'clock He says, ‘‘ I guess 
that is right,’ he says, ‘‘ we had better go to bed.” 
We were just about starting for bed when Mr. 
Wiehe came in. He seemed to be anxious that 
we should get out of town, told us if we did not 
get out of town that night they would have us 
before the grand jury the next morning. He 
sald that Hines had called him up out of bed 
and (told him to get down and see us, Lorimer 
had| called him—that is, Hines—and told him ‘that 
we were in town and ‘for God's sake to get us 
out.'’ : 

Q.—Do you remember anything else that occurred 
at that time? A.—Yes, we had—Mr. Wiehe sat 
down after a while and we had a little further 
conversation. I think Mr. O'Brien made the re- 
mark that “the papers seem to’be chasing mines 
pretty hard.” and Wiehe says, ‘“‘ Yes, haha; 
they will get him.’’ He says, *‘ Hines talks too 
much.’* 


| Says Wiehe Was Excited. 

Q,—How did Mr. Wiehe act on that oceasion? A. 
—Well, he was considerably excited when he first 
came in. 

Qi—Did he say that he had come from his home to 
see|you gentlemen purposely in order to convey his 
message? A.— Well, he said Mr. Hines hed called 
him up out of bed. 

(Mr. Cook further testified that he met Mr 
Hines about two or three weeks after this midnight 
visit of Mr. Wiehe’s. This time he met Hines by 
appointment in the office of William E. McCordic 
who is Mr Cook’s Chicago attorney.) 

Q—Weil, did you have a talk with Mr. Hines on 
that occasion? A.—Yes, Mr. Hines came down 
there to gee Mr. Davis and Mr. McCordic and 


myseif about some exchange of some bonds that we 


were interested in. After our business was con- 
cluded Mr, Hines and I went down together. As 
soon as We got out into the hall Hines spoke to 
me about a story that was going around to the 
effect, or purporting to be something similar to 
the} conversation which he carried on over the 
long distance phone from my room in the hotel 
about a year previous. He says: ‘‘ Now, this story 
comes from some tclephone cperator, some girl,”’ 
he says, ‘‘ and they have got it all mixedup. The 
way they got it is that I was talking from your 
cffice in Duluth with ex-Gov. Yates at Springfield, 
wherein 1 told him I would be down on the next 
train prepared to furnish a million dollars to elect 
Lorimer. Now, you know that was not Yates at all 
I Was talking with. It was Deneen.”’ 


“Still Fixing Up Memories.” 

Referring to this. Mr. La Follette said it 
was evident Mr. Hines was “ still fixing up 
memories.’’ He then resumed the reading of 
Cook’s testimony as follows: 

And then he (Hines) went on to caution me about 
keeping quiet about such a story or about the con- 
versation he held there. He said if it ever came 
out that it would be betraying the confidence that 
President Taft. av! Senator Aldrich put in him. 
that he never coi.ld go back to Washington, he 
never could look either of those gentlemen in the 
face again, and that’ it would compromis= some of 
the best people in the city of Chicage and the stats 
of Minnesota. 

‘t Mr. Cook told the committee,”’ continued 
Mr.La VFollette, ‘that he had discussed Hines’ 
telephone conversation ‘with Mr. O’Brien of 
St. Paul, and that there was no difference 
between his remembrance of what took place 
and what Mr. Q’Brien remembered about it, 
except the single matter as to whether it was 
Governor Deneen that Hines was talking 
with over the phone or Ex-Gcvernor Yates. 

‘Mr. Cook further testified that he had 
had some business controversies with Mr. 
Hines, but that such matters would in no 
Way cause him to testify to anything that 
was untrue, or to color any of his state. 
ments to the detriment of Mr. Hines. 

‘Now, of course. this Ilinois committee 
in conducting its investigation, was limited 
by state lines in its process and whenever 
it heard of any witnesses outside of tha 
state lines, all it could do would be to send 
some messenger or employé of the com- 
mittee to interview such people and to ask 
them if they would come before the com. 
mittee and testify. 


_ Limit on State Committee. 

* You can well understand, senators, that 

these lines of investigation frequently hed 
into groups and associations that were near 
to Mr. Hines, lumbermen with whom he asso- 
clated, so that many of the witnesses, whom 
the senate committee—if a senate committee 
shall investigate this matter further—will 
call to testify before it will be witnesses who 
are not willing to give their testimony. They 
will be, many of them, friends and business 
associates of Mr. Hines. 
“This senate committee was called the 
Helm committee. The Illinois senate em- 
ployed Mr. M. B. Coan and sent him outside 
of the state to make investigation and to 
interview people who could not be compelled 
to attend before their ttee, to request 
them to attend there where they would at- 
tend, and to take statements from: them 
wherever it was possible to get statements, 
and affidavits wherever it was possible to 
get affidavits.” 

Here Senator La Follette stopped, saying 
ae would ace tomorrow.

.“*We will show these people,”’ said Chair- 
men Todd of the committee, " that they can- 
mot flount the authority of this committee.’”’ 


Basis for Refusing Testimony. 

Among the reasons for the refusal of the 
four newspaper men to testify is the fact 
that they received much information con- 
cerning the bribery scandal in confidence, 
and object to disclosure of the names of legis- 
lators and others who gave it to them. 
‘Counsel for the witnesses said the com- 
mittee has no power to gon.pel the witness to 
submit to examination.

Slice cabbage very thin and 
cut radishes in thin slices, leaving pink skin 
on. Put in loebox till wanted. Dressing: Two 
egg yolks, One tablespoon of butter, one-fourth 
cup of vinegar, salt. Beat the two yolks slight- 
ly and edd one-fourth cup of cold water and 
one-half teaspoon of salt. Put into saucepan 
and set into hot water. Add the tablespoon of 
butter and vinegar. Stir constantly, cooking 
until it thickens. When cool pour over cabbage

Cabbage with Lettuce.—Chop one-half of a 
small head of cabbage fine, sprinkle with salt, 
eover with cold water, and let stand for two 
hours. Make a dressing of yolk of one egg, 
pinch of salt, pepper, and one teaspoon of sugar, 
two of prepared mustard, one tablespoon salad 
oil, and four tablespoong of vinegar. Béat well 
and cook in a@porcelain saucepan. When as 
thick as cream pour over the cut cabbage, which 
has been well drained, and serve on fresh, crisp 
lettuce leaves.—-D. B. . : 

Cabbage Salad I.—Onp-half of a small head 
of cabbage, one onion, one tablespoon sugar, one 
stalk of celery, one teaspoon salt, one level 
tablespoon flour, one-half cup vinegar, one table- 
epoon butter, one-half teaspoon pepper, one egg. 
Chop cabbage, celery, and onion fine. Mix flour, 
sugar, salt, and pepper together, pour on vinegar, 
and cook until it thickens. Add the egg, well 
beaten, and if it is not thin enough pour over

Cabbage Salad Il.—Shave fine a new cabbage 
previously crisped in very cold water. Dress 
with French dressing: ‘Three tablespoons olive 
oll, one tablespoon vinegar, f teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth teaspaon black pepper—wMrs.

Sunday Evening Club 
Choir Gives Concert. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN, 


PROGRAM of choral numbers and vocal 
and instrumental soli was presented by 
the Oficago Sunday BDvening olub choir 
last night in Orchestra hall. Aside from 
‘its variety it had several moments of 
genuine musical interest to recommend it to the 


| attent@>n of the small but kindly disposed gath- 


ering of friends and music lovers assembled. 
The choir, being a new organization 

almost entirely of young singers, caznot be 
said to have supplied many eof these. 

With the obvious intention of affording his 
singers all the instrumental support available’ 
the conductor, Marion Green, presented the first 
choral number, @ sixteenth century Haster song 
arranged by Pluddemann, with the accompani- 
ment of organ and piano. Not only were the 
voices obscured but the two instruments joined 
in acrimonious conflict of jarring timbres, to the 
complete obliteration of some simple but ad- 
mirable counterpoint, and to the total. dissipa- 
tion of the delightful medieval atmosphere of 
the composition. 

The same ill advised accompaniment spoiled 
the beautiful eight part motet of Schultz's 
“Sing Ye to the Lord” But the a cappella 
numbers, “Ala Trinita” and “As Torrents of 
Summer,” from Elgatr’s “King Olaf,” sufficed 
to demonstrate for Mr. Green’s choir several of 
the essentials that go to the making of an effi- 
cient chorus. With so mary young voices the 
vocal material is necessarily somewhat light. 
The conductor and his two assistants, Oscar 
Gordon Brickson and Elias Bredin, have estab- 
lished excellent standards of rhythmical pre- 
cision. So long as these obtain the perform- 
ance of the ohoir results in that unity of tone 
which is fundamental in producing desirable 
quality and _ the control of dynamic contrasts. 

The ‘conductor is to be praised for his well 
planned interpretative intentions, even when 
they miscarried. They indicated sound musi- 
clanship and fine musical feeling. Also one 
may commend the firm, decided beat and the 
quiet simplicity of his method. The two wom- 
en's choruses, a “Jubilate” of Scholz and 


“Roses” by Arthur Olaf Anderson, were ad-- 


mirably presented. The latter is an unassum- 
ing bit in folk-song mood, to be recommended 
for its tuneful prettiness rather than its 
acholarliness.

Mrs. Mabel Sharp Herdien, the soprano solo- 
ist of the evening, made the familiar aria, 
“ Ritorna Vincitor,” from “ Afda,” an example 
of perfect vocalism. Her singing was a lesson 
in vocal method such as the season has rarely 
Offered. At the same time her evident un- 
famillarity with operatic style resulted in such 
unnecessary musi mistakes as wrongly 
chosen tempi and a general misconception of 
the dramatic significance of the number. 

Mrs. Rose Lutiger Gannon contributed Wolf's 
beautiful song “ Secrecy” also with admirable 
vocal effect, but with a singular freedom from 
any hint of Interpretative intention. The tem- 
po was hurried and monotonous, the almost 
hysterical climax unperceived, and no emphasis 
of diction set forth the poetic and emotional 
meanings of the text. Mrs. Gannon’s second 
offering was a platitudinous trifle by Adolph 
Forster called “Spring.” Her art sufficed for 
the revelation of its inanities. 

A somewhat uninspired “Hymn to Venus,” 
by D’Albert, was sung with fine enthusiasm by 
John B. Miller. Not only did he discover in it 
many opportunities to display the control of 
his vocal resources as they .were concerned 
with a beautiful tone, easily and evenly pro- 
ducd in all registers, but he infused into it the 
qualities of bravoura necessary to its effective 
presentation? 

Edgar Nelson, whose achievements as ac 
companist we have frequently had occasion to 
admire, came forward as soloist In the Men- 
delssohn B minor Capriccio. He proved that 
two generations in the conservatories have not 
worn threadbare its melodies and its many 
brilliant technical passages when a pianist 
brings to it more than ordinary facility and 
an artistic perception of tonal values. As an’ 
encore he added his own version of the Grieg

Miss Mary E. McDowell Says There Are 
More Statutes than Laborers. 


Attendance records, not only for the thir- 
teen days of the child welfare exhibit but for 
the entire Mfetime of the Coliseum, with the. 
possible exception of public conventions, 
were broken yesterday and last night, when 
48,377 persons crowded into the hall. 

The New York single day record of 87,000 
exhibit spectators was completely overshad- 
owed. The total attendance since the open- 
ing of the exhibit is now 438,869. It wil) close 
Thursday night. 

It wae one of the days, too, when directors 
of the exhibit.destred plenty of visitors, It 
was a serious, earnest day, devoted above 
all to the welfare of children who have heard 
the relentless call of industry—the day for 
weary children. 

The exhibit seriously assures caliers thet 
there are children who are weary—weary of 
work and weary of life. Of course they 
aren’t weary of fun, but since that is largely 
because they never have had any, the sub- 
ject fe not considered worthy of considera- 
tion, 

Shows Miseries of Working Child. | 

The New York exhibit, showing In conneo- 
tion with the Chicago exhibit, seems to pay 
the most attention to woes of the working 
child. Placard after placard is devoted to 
the miseries of the child condemned to the 
industrial world. 

Especially is attention calied to the fact 
that factory children are not the only in- 
fant workers, that there are thousands of 
children who labor from morning to night 
in their homes, making willow plumes, stiteh- 
ing buttonholes, and breathing bad ais. 


Urges Law Enforcement. 

Not that there are no laws to pretect tnem. 
Miss Mary E. McDowell, chairmgn of the 
Illinois Federation of Woman's clubs, re- 
marked in a speech during the morning that 
there were more laws tham laborers. Uniy, 
she tened to add, ‘they are not enforced. 
It is this matter of enforcement whioh she 
recommends those interested in child wei- 
fare to investigate. 

It is explained that the 14 year age limit 
law is often violated by perjury of parents, 
and that meals areoften lost as much througn 
stringency of wages as time.

DESTROYING THEMSELVES AND 
AHEIR CAUSE. 
The murder in O’Malley’s saloon of a 
professional “gun man™ is only the 
latest and most insolent instance of the 
state of affairs prevailing after years of 
disorder in the building trades of Chicago. 
In this field of unionism the rank and file 
seem to have let their affairs fall into the 
hands of men who are grossly unfit for 
any responsibility, who prove that they 
have no sense. of justice, no fear of the 


go armed as if they were professional crim- 
inals, and use their weapons, as they did 
on Monday, regardless of the lives of in 
nocent men. They hire professional toughs 
and criminals to slug, and maim, and as 
sassinate. They have no place in any de 
cent organization or any civilized comme 
nity. And they are fighting among thear 
selves. 

A few weeks ago when two union mem 
‘bers were arrested for a series of dynamite 
outrages, including the Los Angeles Times 
building, a great cry went forth from lead- 
ing union men throughout the country that 
the charges were e “ frameup,” that union 
men are not capable of such crimes, that 
the charges were devised to ruin the credit 
of the trade union cause. 

We ask the responsible leadership of un- 
fjonism im thie country, and we ask every 
thinking union man of the rank and file, to 
say what he thinks happens to the credit 
of unionism when an outrage like that of 
Monday is committed by labor bosses ina 
the name of unionism? 

A reign of terror has prevailed in the 
labor world of Chicago for weeks. Have 
these conditions of brutal violence proved 
to the people ¢hat labor bosses are eo hu- 
mane, so respectful of others’ rights, so con- 
siderate of others’ limbs and lives that they 
could not be guilty of the crimes charged 
against McNamara and MacManigal? 
Conditions in Chicago cannot but help to 
develop a strong sentiment of hostility 
against organised labor throughout the na- 
tion—a hostility which will be hurtful to 
unionism and to the cause of labor for many 
years to come. 

How can the country help asking itself: 
If union men will prey upon one another, 
will waylay and maim and kil] their own 
union brothers in an internecine fight over 
jurisdiction, why would they not coun- 
tenance and engage in the destruction of 
property and the taking of lives of employ- 
ers and outsiders whom they believe ar-

father of the Wade Hampton who was con 
_ federate general and United States sena- 
tor, marched into Canada with 4,000 men. 
His objective point was Montreal. He had 
not gone far before he met a strongly in- 
trenched force of 1,000 Canadian militia 
commanded by Gen. De Salaberry, who was 
a member of an old French-Canadian fam- 
ily. He was a resourceful, cool headed 
soldier, which Hampton was not. Aftera 
little fighting, in which about fifteen Amer- 
icans and five Oanadians were killed, Gen. 
Hampton got frightened, overestimated the 
numbers of the enemy, and abandoned his 
forward movement. 

The Canadians exaggerate when they say 
that the skirmish on the Chateaugay river 
saved Canada to the empire. They havea 
right to be proud of it, however, because it 
was so eXelusively their awn affair—no 
British regulars there to share the glory— 
that it has a rightful piace in the Canadian 
pageant. No American would ask to have 
it left out. ‘ 

Indeed, the Americans who view it in ad- 
dition to laughing at the quaint uniforms\of 
the period may draw some useful lessons 
from it. It may teach them that inferiority 
in numbers can be.more than counterbal- 
ancéd by superiority in generalship. The 
fact that Hampton was twenty-four years 
older than De Salaberry had much to do 
with his failure. It is because age is so often 
a fatal handicap in war that it has become 
the policy of the government to push ahead 
the more capable army and navy officers, so 
that armies and fleets may be commande 
by men who combine experience and the

RECIPROCITY AND THE FARMERS. 

Mr, Sam Allerton says Tam Tursunz 
“ used to be” a stanch friend of the farmer. 
It waa, and still is. Because of its friend- 
ship for the farmer it is for Canadian reci- 
procity. It believes that Mr. Allerton would 
be also if he knew the facts. Judging from 
his letter in Tuesday's Taisurm he is sadly 
unfamiliar with them. 

Mr. Allerton says that under the reci- 
procity agreement Americans will not be 
allowed to ship anything but farm products 
into Canada—“a thing wehavenever done.” 
A glance at the reports of American ex 
ports would have saved him from that blun- 


der. During the nine months ending March 


81 last Oanada bought of the United States 
$5,000,000 worth ef corn and $1,000,000 
worth of wheat. Surely those are farm 
products. Onnada bought of us bacon, lard, 
hams and pork, These may be regarded as 
farm products, Horses may also be in- 
eluded, of which Oanada bought $1,600,000 
worth during the nine months. It also 
bought American vegetables and fruits. 

Mr. Allerton gives the farmers. wrong 
information out of sheer ignorance. Some 
of the men who have been before the sen- 
ate finance committee to talk against reci- 
procity have deliberately falsified facts so 
that farmers might not know how good a 
market Canada has been for them in the 
past. The removal of the Canadian duties 
on some farm products and the lowering 
of those on others would make Oanada a 
still better market for the farmers. Tu» 
Trrponsz is for reciprocity for their sake. 

Mr. Allerton says the farmers of the mid- 
dle west could not under reciprocity raise 
oats and wheat and compete with the cheap 
lands of Oanada. How does he know? If 
more Canadian wheat entered the United 
States more American wheat would be avail- 
able for shipment to England and more 
woukd be consumed by Canada. There 
would be a more extensive demand for the 
crops of the farmers of the middle west 
than there is now. 

There is a question the opponents af reci- 
procity have never answered. hat is: 
Why not consent to an arrangement which 
if it were to prove harmful could be rescind- 
ed forthwith? Men quite as intelligent 
as those who are fighting reciprocity and 
just as unwilling to harm the farmers be- 
lieve that it would benefit them. The only 
way to settle the question is by a trial. 


SENTIMENTAL GEORGES. 

There is a manifest disposition to crowd 
our amiability too far. We have given o 
grudging and avowedly sentimenta! approv- 
al of the Dickens stamp sales. We have 
found our sympathies wafming to projects 
for the rebuilding of ivy grown English 
cathedrals in which beams were rotting 
and from which masonry was falling. We 
have turned the attentive ear to appeals for 
aid that old institutions might not sink into 
the dust, and have been all wrought up 
emotionally by songs for sixpence from 
abroad. But when it is suggested that the 
American Georges raise a pot of pennies, 
nickels, dimes, quarters, half dollars, and 
dollars as @ coronation gift to King George 
we arise like any embattled farmer. 

This is going too far. It is without draw- 
back or mitigation “ too mutch.” It does not 
help it that an American George has made 
the suggestion—the Rev. George Monroe 
Royce of New York. Admitting that it 
might cause a lot of plain, honest Georges 
to blossom out where only G. Milburn 
Smiths and G. Rainford Joneses had been 
before, it nevertheless and notwithstand- 
ing remains “ too mutch.” 

The British Georges are doing it, but that 
is their own affair. Preparations are being 
made in London to take all the American 
money offered. The suggestion that it be 
shipped over without the embarrassment of 
having its owners along is not to be toler- 
ated. We refuse to shove it under the door.

.'This merits some explanation, all the more 
as Gir Malcolm Macgregor, the chitf of the 
clan of that name, is a frequent visitor to 
America. 

‘The clan in question is perhaps the most 
ancient of the northern half of the island of

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


THINKS WOTING MACHINES WILL 
FAIL, 

Chicago, May 21.—{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—The report made by the bureau of public 
efficiency regarding voting machines made 
public in your issue this morning is of great 
importance to our taxpayers and one which 
they ought to condemn in the strongest lan- 
guage possible. I have had sixteen years’ 
experience as a clerk in the various depart- 
ments connected with the election office and 
understand the practical as well as the theo- 
retical workings of the office, and I am not 
afraid to stake my experience and reputation 
that inside of four years if machines are pur- 
chased they will be found fn some junk yard. 
The only successful use they can be put to 
would be in our small intermediate elections 
Hke last spring. In our fall primaries and 
elections they would be out of the question. 
The average man takes at least three or four 
minutes to examine his ballot, and as voting 
nowadays is getting more and more inde- 
pendent the huge ballot of our congressional 
and presidential elections requires all the 
time I have stated, consequently at least 800 
of our 1,350 odd precincts could not vote by 
8:30 or 9 a. m (the time when at least two- 
thirds of the vote is cast), over sixty or sev~- 
enty-five, where by our ballot system and 
booths we vote easily from 175 to 200 by 8 to 
8:30. 

I admit it would be a good thing in the river 
wards, where they have plenty of time to 
vote and a large majority voting straight, but 
in the independent wards it would be folly to 
expect one machine to do the work of five or 
six booths. I also admit it would be benefi- 
cial to the Democratic party, but I think 
Judge Owens and his) Democratic board 
would better study the matter for awhile 
and understand the practical part. At pres. 
ent they are only theorists.
